An Act to amend the Kerala Places of Public Resort Act, 1963. 

Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Kerala 
Places of Public Resort Act, 1963, for the purpose hereinafter 
appearing; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty - sixth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be callec 
the Kerala Places of Public Resort ( Amendment) Act, 1975 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Amendment of section 1. - For sub -section (4 ) of section 1 ot 
the Kerala Places of Public Resort Act, 1963 (40 of 1963), the follow 
ing sub -section shall be substituted , namely :--- 

" (4 ) Nothing in this Act shall apply to any piace licensed 
for purposes of cinematograph exhibition under the Kerala 
Cinemas (Regulation ) Act, 1958 (32 of 1958 ), or to any temple , 
church , mosque or other place of public worship or to any build 
ing belonging to or under the control of the State or Centrai 
Government. " .

THE KERALA CINEMAS (REGULATION ) AMENDMENT 

ACT, 1975 


An Act further to amend the Kerala Cinemas ( Regulation ) Act, 1958. 


Preumble.---WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Kerala 
Cinemas (Regulation ) Act, 1958 , for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 


BE it enacted in the Twenty-sixth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 


1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
Cinemas (Regulation ) Amendment Act, 1975. 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once. 


2. Substitution of new section for section 4. - For section of the Kerala 
Cinemas (Regulation ) Act, 1958 (32 of 1958) (hereinafter referred to 
as the principal Act), the following section shall be substituted , namely : 


“ 4. Licensing authority . The authority having power to grant a licence 
under this Act (hereinafter referred to as the licensing authority ) shall 
be the executive authority of the local authority within whose jurisdiction 
the place in respect of which the licence is to be granted is situate : 

Provided that the Government may , by notification , constitute for 
the whole or any part of the State such other authority as they may specify 
in the notification to be the licensing authority for the purposes of this 
Act. " . 


9. Amendment of section 5 .-- In section 5 of the principal Act,--- 


(a ) for clause (i) of sub -section ( 7), the following clause shall be 

substituted , namely : 


" (i) Where the licensing authority is the executive authority 
of a local authority and such executive authority has taken 
the decision or passed the order without the previous concur 
rence of that local authority , to that local authority ; and ” ; 


(b ) for sub -section (8), the following sub -section shall be substituted , 

namely : 

" (8) Any officer or authority appointed by the Governinent 
in this behalf by notification , may , either of his or its own 
motion or otherwise, call for the records of any case in which 
an order has been passed in appeal under sub -section (7 ) and 
pass such order thereon as he or it thinks fit : 
Provided that no order shall be passed under this sub - section 
without giving the party who may be affected thereby an 

opportunity of being heard .” . 
4. Amendment of section 6. - In section 6 of the principal Act, in sub 
section ( 2) , 
(a) after the words “ as may be prescribed ", the words “ and with 

the previous concurrence of the local authority concerned " 

shall be inserted ; 
(b ) the following proviso shall be inserted at the end, namely : 

“ Provided that the previous concurrence of the local authority 
shall not be necessary for renewal of a permission under sub 
section ( 1)." . 


5. Amendment of section 11. - In section 11 of the principal Act, for the 
portion beginning with the words and figures " section 13 of the Travan 
core- Cochin Places of Public Resort Act, 1951" and ending with the 
words and figures " the Madras Entertainments Tax Act, 1939 " , the 
words, figures and brackets " section 10 of the Kerala Local Authorities 
Entertainments Tax Act, 1961 ( 20 of 1961)” shall be substituted . 

6. Substitution of Schedule.- For the Schedule to the principal Act, 
the following Schedule shall be substituted , namely :

THE MAINTENANCE OF INTERNAL SECURITY 
(AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE , 1975 

No. 4 OF 1975 


Promulgated by the President in the Twenty -sixth Year of the Republic 
of India . 

An Ordinance further to amend the Maintenance of Internal Security 
Act, 1971. 


WHEREAS a grave emergency exists whereby the security of India is 
threatened by external aggression and internal disturbance ; 

AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render itnecessary for him to take immediate 
action ; 


Now , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Ordinance may be called the 
Maintenance of Internal Security (Amendment) Ordinance, 1975 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once . 


2. Act 26 of 1971 to be temporarily amended . - During the period of operation 
of this Ordinance, the Maintenance of Internal Security Act, 1971 (hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Act), shall have effect subject to the amendments 
specified in sections 3, 4 and 5 . 


3. Amendment of section 14. - In section 14 of the principal Act, for 
sub-section (2), the following sub- section shall be substituted , namely: 

" (2 ) The revocation of a detention order shall not bar the making 
of another detention order under section 3 against the same person." . 

4. Amendment of section 15.--- In section 15 of the principal Act, after 
sub -section (5 ) , the following sub- section shall be inserted , namely : 

" 6 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in any other law and 
save as otherwise provided in this section , no person against whom a detention

order made under this Act is in force shall be relcased whether on bail or 
bail bond or otherwise. " . 


5. Insertion of new section 164.-- After section 16 of the principal Act, the 
following section shall be inserted, namely : 

“ 16A . Special provisions for dealing with emergency:-(1). Nothwithstanding 
anything contained in this Act or any rules of natural justice, the provisions of 
this section shall have effect during the period of operation of the Proclamation 
of Emergency issued under clause (1) of article 352 of the Constitution on the 
3rd day of December, 1971, or the Proclamation of Emergency issued under 
that clause on the 25th day of June, 1975, or a period of twelve months from 
the 25th day of June , 1975 , whichever period is the shortest. 

( 2 ) The case of every person against whom an order of detention 
was made on or after the 25th day of June, 1975, but before the commence 
ment of the Maintenance of Internal Security (Amendment) Ordinance, 
1975, shall unless such person is sooner released from detention , be reviewed 
within fifteen days from such commencement by the appropriate Government 
for the purpose of determining whether the detention of such person under 
this Act is necessary for dealing effectively with the emergency in respect of 
which the Proclamations referred to in sub -section (1) have been issued (here 
after in this section referred to as the emergency) and if, on such review , the 
appropriate Government is satisfied that it is necessary to detain such person 
for effectively dealing with the emergency, that Government may make a 
declaration to that effect and communicate a copy of the declaration to the 
person concerned . 

(3 ) When making an order of detention under this Act against any 
person after the commencement of the Maintenance of Internal Security 
(Amendment) Ordinance, 1975 , the Central Government or the State Govern 
ment, or, as the case may be, the officer making the order of detention shall 
consider whether the- detention of such person under this Act is necessary 
for dealing effectively with the emergency and if, on such considerattion , the 
Central Government or , as the case may be, the State Government or the 
officer is satisfied that it is necessary to detain such person for effectively 
dealing with the emergency , that Government or officer may make a declara 
tion to that effect and communicate a copy of the declaration to the person 
concerned : 


Provided that where such declaration is made by an officer , it shall be 
reviewed by the State Government to which such officer is subordinate 
within fifteen days from the date of making of the declaration and such 
declaration shall cease to have effect unless it is confirmed by the State Govern 
ment, after such review , within the said period of fifteen days. 

(4 ) The question whether the detention of any person in respect 
of whom a declaration has been made under sub - section ( 2) or sub -section (3 ) 


continues to be necessary for effectively dealing with the energency shall be 
reconsidered by the appropriate Government within four months from the 
date of such declaration and thereafter at intervals not exceeding four months, 
and if, .on such reconsideration , it appears to the appropriate Government 
that the detention of the person is no longer necessary for effectively dealing 
with the emergency, that Governmentmay revoke the declaration . 

(5 ) In making any review , consideration or reconsideration under 
sub-section (2), ( 3) or (4 ), the appropriate Government or officer may, 
if such Government or officer considers it to be against the public interest 
to do otherwise, act on the basis of the information and materials in its or his 
possession with out disclosing the facts or giving an opportunity of making 
a representation to the person concerned . 


(6 ) It shall not be necessary 


(a ) to disclose to any person detained under a detention order to 

which the provisions of sub -section (2) apply , the grounds on 
which the order has been made during the period within which 
his case may be reviewed under that sub -section and where, on 
such review , a declaration has been made in respect of such person 
under that sub-section , also during the period when such declara 

tion is in force ; 
(by to disclose to any person detained under a detention order 

to which the provisions of sub -section (3 ) apply , the grounds on 
which the order has been made during the period the declaration 

made in respect of such person under that sub -section is in force , 
and, accordingly, such periods shall not be taken into account for the 
purposes of section 8 . 

(7) In the case of every person detained under a detention order 
to which the provisions of sub -section (2 ) or sub-section (3 ) apply, and in 
respect of whom a declaration has been made thereunder, the period during 
which such declaration is in force shall not be taken into account for the 
purpose of computing the periodsmentioned in section 10 or section 11."
